Under this gar¬ 
ment is a similar one, either plain or 
figured, worn next to the body, for the 
Lapp never wears linen underclothing. 

The trousers are of white woolen 
goods, rather narrow and reaching to 
the ankle*, where they are tied inside 
the stoes with long slender shoestring*. 
Over these drawers are usually worn 
legging* of thin, tanned *klns, reach¬ 
ing from the ankle* to the knee*. 

Stockings the Lapp never wears. He 
fills the upper curving tip of his shoes 
with a sort of grass, which 1* gathered 
la summer and beaten to make It soft 
and pliable. Tbe winter costume only 
differ* from that worn in summer in 
that every piece 1* made of reindeer 
•kin with the hair on. 

Tbe dress of the women differs very 
slightly from that worn by the men. 
The smock Is somewhat longer and is 
made without the big standing collar, 
Instead of which a kerchief or cap la 
worn about the neck. To the woven 
and often silver ornamented girdle 
hang a ktrtfe, setmora, key, needle and 
thread. The head covering Is not only 
different In the two sexes, bat also 
differs according to the locality.

A FAMOUS SONG WRITER. 

Foster Woe Called tbe Ed***- Allaw 
Poe Of Munir. 

Stephen CollimrFoster, the most pop¬ 
ular of American song writers and 
composers, has- been called the Edgar 
Allan Poe of munk\ Like Poe, he was 
a genius. He coage of Virginia parent¬ 
age, received a good education and died 
In New York Jan. 13, 1864. In tha 
height of his fauns* * penniless wander¬ 
er. Hs was bora in Pittsburg July 4, 
1826. aJ b, ! 4 

He learned easily, and after receiv¬ 
ing private' I ••seas In mpslc and draw¬ 
ing taught blMf to play on the 
fidgaoM, gaiter Rad banjo Be else fie- 
voted several yflpurs to the voice 'aad 
piano. iLea he tamed his attention to 
composing songs sad dialect 
and dialect aoogn At the age of 
teen, while employed In Loatertlte, fit, 
he published the serenade “Open Thy 
Lattice, Love," which was Instantly 
successful. Then followed “Uncle Ned," 
“O Susannah,” which were sung by a 
minstrel troupe, and 8 tephen Foster be¬ 
came famous far and wide.” 

Marrying, In 1844, Jennie McDowell, 
he came to New York, where In rapid 
succession be supplied his publishers 
with song* which became famous— 
“Old Kentucky Home," “Massa’s In De 
Cold. Cold Ground." “Old I>og Tray," 
“Willie, We Have Missed You” and 
“Sweet Ellen Bayue.” But the song 
that Is best known In many lands is 
“The Suwauee River," for which Chris¬ 
tie’s minstrels gave him at the begin¬ 
ning $50. In addition he received roy¬ 
alties on its sale of over half a million 
copies and the honor of knowing that 
eminent singers like Jenny Lind sang 
it to applauding thousands. 

His last song, a negro melody, “Old 
Black Joe," is still a favorite. A fourth 
of his 150 songs were in negro dialect, 
among which ware "Nellie Bly," "Nell 
Was a Lady" and "Nancy Tile."
